Already Outdated

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate foes of the Safeguard anti- 
missile program say newly-re- 
leased House testimony proves 
that it will be obsolete before 
the system is fully operable. 


Pentagon officials are quoted 


as telling a House subcommittee 
in late April that they've al- 
ready started work on a more 
accurate replacement for Safe- 
guard.

Senate critics as they struck up 
debate keyed to the theme that 
the Safeguard system would be 
inadequate to defend the U. S. 
land based missile force from 
new Soviet attack missiles. 


On the other hand, say the op- 


ponents, the Pentagon told the 
House panel that the missiles o1 
Project Hardsite, on which $6 
million already has been spent, 
would be able to do the job- 
even if the Soviets improve 
their missiles further, such as 
equipping them with multiple 
warheads.

Pornography Not Corruptive, 
President's Panel Will Say 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The 


President's Commission on Por- 
nography has reached, the tenta- 
tive conclusion that obscenity 
does not cause seoc crimes or 
corrupt youngsters' morals. 


Discounting two overriding 


fears of effects of the current 
wave of sexual freedom in 
films, books and magazines, the 
first draft prepared by the com- 
mission staff says: 


"There is no evidence to sug- 


gest that exposure (of young- 
sters) to pornography has a det- 
rimental impact upon moral 
character, sexual orientation or 
attitudes." 


And: 
"Research indicates that erot- 


ic materials do not contribute to 
the development of character 
defects,, nor operate as a signifi 
cant factor in antisocial behav 
ior or in crime. In sum, there is 
no evidence that exposure to 
pornography operates 
as 


cause of misconduct in either 
youths or adults." 


The commission's report is 


not to be released until late this 
month, but most of the first 
draft has been leaked to a 
louse subcommittee that

Ministers of five Arab states 


met in Tripoli today to map out 
military strategy under the 
shadow of a growing dispute 
over the U.S. Middle East peace 
plan that may have triggered a 
clash between Palestinian guer- 
rilla groups.

East will win and 
return her last 
spade to 


declarer's queen. When a sec- 
ond diamond is led, East will 
win again but will be unable 
to reach her partner's spades. 
Result: Declarer makes four 
no-trump easily. 


Now observe Dorothy's de- 


fense. Declarer wins Doro- 
thy's jack of spades with the 
queen and leads a diamond. 
Dorothy wins and leads the 
king of spades to dummy's 
ace. 


A second diamond is led, 


and this time Dorothy wins 
and plays the nine of spades. 
Betsey overtakes with the 10 
and runs her remaining two 
good spades. Result: Declarer 
makes only eight tricks be- 
cause Dorothy was not a slave 
to a rule that applies most of 
the time but not all of the 
time. 
(Keen analysts will see that 


if declarer ducks the jack of 
spades at trick one, the hand 
can still be made. However, if 
declarer makes that play, 
Dorothy should sit a little 
farther back from the table!) 


Dorothy's play cannot lose 


because she can see the two 
of spades in the dummy. This 
tells her that her partner is 
leading from a four-or five- 
card suit. If nar*ner is leading 
from the queen, the play of 
the jfick cannot hurt.

woman doctor. "The relation- 
ship is different. At first, 
you're startled because she is 
apt to say things you never 
heard from a male doctor — 
like comments on my lingerie. 
But I like it. I can talk to her 
more freely." 


Dr. Elizabeth Connell, asso- 


ciate professor of obstetrics- 
gynecology at Columbia Pres- 
byterian Medical Center con- 
curs. She believes that women 
find it easier to confide in a 
physician of their own sex.

She said: "If she's talking 


to a woman doctor 
about 


menstrual periods 
and the 


patient says, 'you know,' you 
do know, and you communi- 
cate. And when you're preg- 
nant and your patient is preg- 
nant, you communicate. And 
when a menopausal woman 
talks to a woman physician, 
she can talk about hot flashes 
and even though the doctor 
hasn't reached her age level, I 
think the patient, has the 
feeling that the doctor knows 
exactly what she's talking 
about. I think the woman 
doctor has an ability to com- 
municate that the male doc- 
tor, in some way, never has." 


Women patients make up 


the major portion 
of the 


woman physician's practice. 
The American Medical Wom- 
en's Association states that 
only about 30 per cent of the 
patients treated 
by 
about 


22,000 practicing women physi- 
cians in the United States are 
men. 
The most famous such 


patient, of course, was the 
late President John F. Ken- 
nedy, whose physician was 
Dr. Janet Travell. 


U.S. Ranks Low 


It is impossible to estimate 


how many women in the 
United S t a t e s or Canada 
might choose a woman physi- 
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cian—if they could. There is a 
shortage of women physicians 
in both countries. At present, 
seven per cent of the MDs in 
the U.S. are women. Com- 
pared to other nations, this is 
low. 
At a recent meeting of 


the Medical Women's Interna- 
tional Association, represent- 
ing 28 countries, the United 
States was fourth from the 
bottom in a tally of women 
physicians. 
In Russia, for 


example, 74 per cent of the 
doctors are female. 


While gains are being made, 


they are minimal: women 
now represent nine per cent of 
the freshmen enrolled in med- 
ical schools. On the whole, 
they are top caliber students. 
For example, among the Na- 
tional Merit scholars who 
want to become physicians, 
one-third are girls. 


Older Women Balk 


Dr. Connell echoes the sen- 


timent of other women physi- 
cians when she says that the 
majority of women prefer a 
woman doctor. She has found 
this to be true, based on 
experience. B u t she says 
there are exceptions! particu- 
larly among those women who 
were raised in a milieu where 
a woman's place was in the 
home — not behind a desk or 
at t h e other 
end of a 


stethoscope. "Most of these 
women are thinking in the 
pattern of the older genera- 
tion, and within their ideas of 
the feminine role the woman 
physician carries no author- 
ity," said Dr. Connell. "If she 
is the best-known women doc- 
tor in the world, she is a 
woman first and a doctor 
second. But this is becoming 
increasingly less true." 


The younger generation, ac- 


customed to talking freely and 
openly with their peers, will 
be able to communicate with 
their 
physicians, 
said 
Dr. 


Conrtell, regardless of whether 
that physician is a man or a 
woman.

ioned way with ascorbic acid 
mixture. This dry mixture 
available in most stores pre- 
vents the fruit from turning 
brown. It also holds in sum- 
mer flavor for winter deserts. 


Here are two home freezing 


methods 
to try. The only 


special equipment needed are 
some plastic containers with 
lids that seal tightly. 


SYRUP PACK 


Mix 2 to 4 cups of sugar 


with one quart of water, 
depending on desired thick- 
ness of syrup and sweet tooth. 


For each quart of water, 


stir in 4 teaspoons of ascorbic 
acid mixture (Fruit-Fresh.) 
Fill the freezing containers ¥4 
full of syrup. 


Peel fruit and slice directly 


into syrup. Place crumpled 
wax paper on top to keep iruit 
down below liquid level. Cov- 
er, label and freeze. 


DRY SUGAR PACK 


Blend one teaspoon of as- 


corbic acid mixture with % to 
one cup of sugar. Toss pre- 
pared fruit with sugar mix- 
ture, making sure each piece 
of fruit is well-coated. 


Pack into containers leaving 


Vt inch head space. Place 
crumpled paper on top to 
keep fruit down below liquid 
level. Cover, label and freeze. 


Start a manicure by remov- 


ing old polish, applying the 
remover with a cotton puff. 
Apply the remover again and 
let it work on stubborn, im- 
bedded flecks of enamel while 
filing is done. File in one 
direction, from corner to cen- 
ter 
to prevent snags. An 


emery board or triple cut 


professional file is best. Dull 
files may cause nail layers to 
separate. Apply cuticle soft- 
ener with a stick. Probing the 
cuticle with the point of the 
file risks infection and can 
also cause malformation of 
the nail at the base. Trim 
hangnails with scissors or 
nippers being careful not to 


cut into the flesh. Follow with 
an application of good quality 
witch hazel which also will 
remove any traces of oily 
softener. When applying more 
than one coat of enamel be 
sure the base coat is thor- 
oughly dry, thus avoiding the 
tiny bubbles that cause polish 
to chip.

Grouting 
Solution 
To Flaking

Q: We have a glass block 


window in our bathroom. The 
grout is constantly flaking and 
falling out. What can I do to fix 
this annoyance? — Milwaukee. 


A: It sounds as though all it 


needs is a good job of grouting. 
By which I mean you should 
rake out as much of the 
crumbly stuff as you can (the 
more the better). Then either 
you or a mason should do the 
grouting the way it should have 
been done. 


Q: I h a v e decorator-type 


brick 
on one wall 
Can I 


consider hanging some flower 
pots and pictures without these 
bricks cracking? — Kansasville, 
Wis 


A. The least risky method, in 


my opinion, is to drill holes with 
a carbide tipped bit. Then tap in 
short lengths of plastic dowel- 
ing, the type with a hole. When 
a screw or threaded hook is 
screwed in, the plastic is queez- 
ed tightly against the sides of 
the hole. All hardware stores 
stock this type of fastener for 
masonry. I suggest 
practice 


drilling on a spare brick first.

Since there were no corner 


drugstores in Medieval times, 
home-grown herbs provided 
the wonder drugs of the day. 
And since physicians were few 
and far between, it was an 
era of do-it-yourself medicine. 


The most popular books of 


that time were herbals. For 
example, a prized herbal was 
that written by Dioscorides in 
the first century; it listed 500 
medicinal plants and what 
they cured. These medieval 
best-sellers, according to the 
Bayer Company, told- how 
man might "be helped with 
green heroes of the garden 
and weeds of the field." 


The m e d i e v a l housewife 


planted a garden of herbs that 
hopefully would help her cope 
with anything from snakebite 
to influenza. Many of the 
plants are familiar to us since 
we use them in cooking- sage, 
marjoram, fennel, caraway, 
bay leaves and rosemary. 
Then t h e r e were others, 
quaintly named: sweet wood- 
ruff," cowslip, rue, periwinkle 
and wild flax. 


Sachet for Linens 


Ingeniously, housewives in 


those a n c i e n t days found 
many other uses for herbs 
besides healing. For instance, 
sweet woodruff when dried 
has the scent of new-mown 
hay. It was used for strewing 
on floors, perfuming linen 
chests and making garlands 
for churches on feast days. 


Marjoram was a must in 


the medieval garden. It was 
used to flavor soups, meat 
dishes and salads. This same 
herb "bound on the head 
would core a cold; drunk with 
wine, it wanned the stomach, 
comforting digestion." Cam- 
omile or rosemary was Used 
to make a "sweet washing 
water." And mint "rubbed on, 
the teeth will give a sweet 
smelling mouth." 


One highly respected herba- 


list recommended the distilled 
water from the leaves and 
flowers of cowslip as "good 
against <the pain hi the head 
that comes of a cold," a task 
we would assign today to 
aspirin. 


Medical Validity Proven 
Caraway was not only for 


coughs, it was also "good for 
the frenzy and for biting of 
venomous beasts; also it re- 
storeth hair which hath fallen 
away."

Pat Recipe, Ideal Way Lacking in Child Rearing 


Children can turn out re- 


markably weJl inspite of par- 
ents who seem less than 
desirable. There is no set of 
recipes or an ideal way to 
raise children, says Helen 
Dawe, child development spe- 
cialist at the University of 
Wisconsin. 


Everyone has their hang 


ups, pet peeves and boiling 
point. Raising children can be 


easier if parents recognize 
their own shortcomings and 
those of their children. 


Parents can't always be 


calm, reasonable and under- 
standing, especially when it 
isn't possible to explain or 
even see. a reason for a child's 
behavior. 


There are inherent differ- 


ences in children. Some just 
naturally will be easier to 


work with. Parents are not 
responsible for all a child's 
behavior. Miss Dawe says. 


Children and adults make 


mistakes. But mistakes be- 
come less important when 
both parents and children 
know it will not affect how 
they feel about one another. 


It's a wise parent who can 


admit his mistakes. Parents 
can't expect that they will do 


things right all the time, and 
neither can their children 
Some mistakes can be avoided 
if you don't expect a child to 
do something he isn't capable 
of or hasn't yet learned. 


If there is mutual respect 


there will be mutual trust and 
less testing of limits. Each 
knows where the other stands. 


To help parents understand 


a child's behavior they can 


ask themselves several ques- 
tions. First, how does the 
child see this situation? Sec- 
ondly, ask yourself if this is a 
critical issue. Does it really 
matter one way or the other? 
Finally, ask what the child's 
behavior is telling you. 


A parent who sets no limits 


and doesn't discipline does bis 
child a disservice. A child who 
does as he pleases is not 
prepared for life. It is like 
throwing a rabbit to wolves, 
says Miss Dawe.

Warren P. Knowles and headed 
by Curtis Tarr, then president 
of Lawrence University and now 
director of the U. S. Selective 
Service System. 


The only important item in

acquaintance with the Wisconsin 
political climate can explain to the naive 
technicians from Washington who 
gratuitously advised us what a howl of 
angry protest would arise if hunting and 
fishing license receipts were spent for 
any other purpose than the support of the 
state department of natural resources. 


We would suggest that if Washington 


has the means to assign such generously

Mean? 


By opposing a negotiated coalition 


government, President Nixon ap- 
parently has considerably tied the hands 
of his new representative at the Paris 
talks. What else is there, then, to 
negotiate except mutual troop with- 
drawals? In stating he would prefer 
negotiation to Vietnamization, while so 
handicapping the negotiators, it is dif- 
ficult to understand exactly how he in- 
tends to get the United States out of the 
Vietnamese conflict. Either Viet- 
namization is failing, as charged by 
some critics, and we'll be staying at 
least in part indefinitely, or he is using 
the threat of such a decision to try to 
force meaningful negotiations. We doubt 
(hat the enemy is going to respond 
with alacrity. 


If the troops continue to come home, 


\ve have strong doubts that the South 
Vietnamese can repulse any real attack 
from North Vietnam or even control 
effectively the Viet Cong. The President 
has given no indication as to the 
American role if the Communists then 
overrun Vietnam and his most recent 
news conference did not add to our 
confidence in that long ago announced 
plan to get us out. 


Disposition of Nerve Gas 


Despite concern expressed from a 


number of areas, the United States 
Army is going ahead with its plans to 
dump about 8,000 tons of nerve gas into 
the Atlantic Ocean. 


The gas now is stored at depots at 


Anniston, Alabama, 
and 
Lexington, 


Kentucky. It is described as "obsolete" 
but no less potent. The Army seems to be 
reluctant to say exactly how dangerous 
the stuff is but it is taking elaborate 
precautions in transporting the concrete 
and 'steel canisters to the coast of 
Florida from where they will be shipped 
about 250 miles out into the ocean before 
being dumped. 


We do not know how this particular 


gas differs from that still stored on 
Okinawa. After vehement protests from 
residents of Washington and Oregon, as 
well as frayed diplomatic relations with 
Okinawan officials, it has been an-

The subject 
becomes over-emphasized 
through being de-empha- 
sized; the lack of natural 
contact with the opposite sex 
leads either to a frantic over- 
stressing or a grim denial — 
neither a wholesome reaction. 


Actually, our relationship 


between the sexes is almost as 
abominable as our relation- 
ship between the races. And 
for much the same reason- 
lack of normal, easy contact 
during the important years. 
We have narrowed the concept 
of "sexuality" to the physical, 
and ignored the psychological 
and social connotations of both 
the similarities and the dif- 
ferences between the sexes. 


What young people want and 


need is "intimacy"—but if it is 
not obtainable through the full 
"spectrum of feelings and 
conduct, then they wiU grasp 
for it at the most transient, 
elusive and accessible level:
